fore Magistrate Daly and heavily 
fined. The magistrate. in passing 
sentence said that the colony kad 
ceased to exist and the inmates must 
find other means of livilihoed or 
leave the city. The police commis 
sioners are determined that sporting 
houses, for twenty-two years pro- 
tected by the police, must close ; and 
this is only the first step in the ful- 
{ilment of this resolution.

PASSENGER BOAT SINKS." 


Passenger Steamer Sinks Near Victoria 
With Loss of Life Amid Very Sad 
Cizcumstances,

_ Victoria, BC., Jan. 11.—Fifty-two 
fives were {ost yesterday by the 
uuking of the steamer Clallam in a 
storm that swept over the Straits of 
Juan de Fuca and the Pacific coast. 
The vessel was a regular daily passen- 
ger packet plying etween Fort 
townsend and Victoria. She made 
good progress until near the entrance 
to the harbor, when a wave stove in 
her dead light and she began to sink. 
The women and children were put in 
boats, but had only left the vessel] 
when they were upset. ané not one 
was saved. The tugs from here went 
to her assistance, but the packet sank 
before all wer resoned.

Eges.—Eggs are scarce at 30c per 
dozen. 

Potatoes—Potatves are pientiful at 
25c per bushel. 

Hay—The market is kept weli sup- 
plied in hay. Prices range frei 
veven to eleven doliars a ton. From 
ive to eight dollars a ton is givea 
or green feed. 

Wheat—Upwards ef twe thousand 
bushels of wheat per day is being 
brought in. The quality varies great- 
ly. From 40 to 86c a bushel is paid. 

Oats—Feed oats bring from 20 to 
220 a bushel, and milling oats 25c a 
bushel. 

Beef—Cattle s12 bought chiefly by 
the head at the rate of about two 
ard a half cents a pound. 

Hogs.—The price ranges from four 
to feur and a half certs a pound, 
live weight. 

Pouliry.—Turkeys bring 126 per 
pound, dressed; ducks and chickens, 
10c per pound, dressed.
